that the wall blocking further 
forts to reach Collins probably w*» 
two feet thick. 
John F. Collins, a miner, also said 
he talked to the imprisoned man. 
The rock which now blocks the 
passage, fell from the side of tbqLca|K 
ern according to Cooksey, whq says 
It was the same disturbance

left Collins’ feet free, although the 
cave victim still is caught in the. hole 
where he has spent 124 hours.

a total of $3,700. A son living in New York supports an 
aged father living in Baltimore. 
The son’s income was 
$8,000. If single, he is allowed only an exemption of $1, 
000 and a credit of $400 for his dependent father, the 
latter not being a member of the son’s household. 
A widower with one dependent child had a net income 
for 1924 of $3,000. 
He is entitled to the exemption 
as 
the head of a famfly, plum the $400 credit for a dependent.
